April  7,  2008

Approval  of  January  14,  2008  minutes  - Maxine  motioned  for  approval,  Diana  seconded, 
all  in  favor. 

Old  Business: 

■ FOWL  will  be  sending  out  around  600  renewal  forms.  Everyone  is  encouraged 
to  join.  They  gave  $100  towards  the  Winterville  Library  Open  House.  They  also 
donated  $600  for  the  summer  vacation  reading  program. 

■ Hand  Rails  and  other  Maintenance-  once  the  construction  in  front  of  the  library 
is  complete  Lizz  will  look  into  upgrading  hand  rails.  Lizz  reports  that  the  locks 
cannot  be  made  easier  to  work;  the  door  to  Lizz’s  office  has  been  removed. 

■ Open  House  - everyone  was  thanked  for  their  help;  Lizz  counted  30  attendees  at 
the  event.  Lizz  will  send  a note  to  Marigold  Cafe  to  thank  them  for  their 
contribution. 

■ Print  of  the  Depot  - The  mayor  will  be  asked  to  provide  a print  of  the  depot  for  .. 
the  library.  Perhaps  we  can  get  it  framed  at  a discount  from  the  frame  shop  in 
Winterville. 

New  Business: 

■ Viewing  legal  obscene  material  & other  policies  - Due  to  recent  incidents  at  the 
Library,  Lizz  would  like  to  change  policy  at  the  library  which  would  only  allow 
filters  to  be  removed  in  the  front  room  of  the  library.  She  will  draft  a policy  and 
post  it  beginning  May  1 , 2008.  She  will  post  a sign  on  all  computers.  Cell  phone 
use  is  of  concern.  Lizz  may  consider  posting  signs  regarding  cell  phone  use 
etiquette. 

■ Lizz’s  report  - 1742  patrons  served;  3709  items  circulated;  addition  of  one 
computer,  two  computer  tables  and  2 chairs  from  the  Joshua’s  Law  grant;  addition 
of  YA  corner;  addition  of  large  doormat  on  porch;  FOWL  approved  $600  for 
VRP  programming;  Donna  weeded  the  collection;  unnecessary  furniture  has  been 
removed;  story  times  continue;  home  school  meet  and  greet  events  continue; 
participated  in  “Read  Across  America”  on  March  3;  displays  and  exhibits  erected 
include  Readers’  Advisory;  Black  History  Month;  Women’s  History  Month;  and 
The  Journey  that  Saved  Curious  George ; Winterville  Library  Open  House 
honoring  Agnes  Parker. 

■ Adult  Book  Club  - Diana  brought  up  the  possibility  of  having  an  adult  book  club 
at  the  library.  Lizz  said  she  would  contact  Jeff  Tate  and  Trudi  Green  about  the 
success  of  the  ACC  Public  Library’  adult  book  clubs.  She  will  also  informally 
poll  patrons  to  gauge  interest.
